HE laft Advices from Lublin confirm, 
that on the 27th of. laft Month in the 
Diet there affembled, the Cardinal Pri-~ 
mate took a new Oath of Fidelity to the 
King and the Republick, the fame in 
Form with that ufed in the Affembly at Sendomir, 
this Claufe only being added, That He (his Emi- 
nency) bad not introduc’d nor given any affiftance to 
the Swedes; that he had engag’d in no Defigns. againft 
the King ; and that for the future he wil attempt no- 
thing prejudicial to hw Majefty. The fame day there 
were pretty fharp Contefts relating to fome particular 
Members of the Diet ; and on the 4th of this Month 
there were hot Debates touching the Princes of the 
Houle of Sapieha, the Lithuanians Voting unanim- 
oufly that thofe Princes fhould be banifh’d, and their 
Eftates confifcated : But the King, whofe prefent 
Thoughts feem to tend wholly to Peace, endeavours 
to moderate this Animofity of the Lithuanians, and 
would have the Sapiehaes be allow’d 6 Weeks to 
return to their Duty and make their Reconciliation 
on peaceable Terms. °Tis believ’d the Diet will 
break up to day or tomortow; And ’tis faid they 
have refolvd, to make a new Offer to induce the 
King of Sweden to come to a Peace ; and in cafe 
he reject it, to declare War againft him on the part 
of the Republick : To which end, ’tis faid the Pala- 
tinates have confented to an Impofition on certain 
Liquors, which will raife 6 Millions of Crowns. ’Tis 
certain that fince this King began his Reign, there 
has not been an Affembly which has acted with 
greater Unanimity than this ; Whence it ‘appears 
that the Troubles and Diforders which have fo long 
difturb’d this Kingdom,have ferv’d only to ftrengthen 
the Authoriry of the King,and eftablifh him the more 
firmly on his Throne. . 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 24. 
Warfaw, July 7. On the 2d General Brand with 
$000 Men, Lithuanians and Saxons, march’d to- 
wards Pruffia, with defign, as ‘tis given out, to hin-’ 
der the Swedes from raifing Contributions in Erm- 
land ; The Under Field-Marthal is moy’d with about 
1000 Men to Ploskow; The Heer Potocky is 
march’d with 3000 Men, to obferve General Reinf 
child, who is raifing heavy ‘Contributions about 
Wracklaw, and will be follow’d by 5000 more ; 
The Upper Chamberlain Lubomirski has alfo drawn 
together 2000 Men in the Neighbourhood of Lublin; 
to allarm the Swedes in feveral Quarters at once. 
Tis faid the King has again promis’d to keep the 
Pa&a Conventa inviolably, to fend his Saxon Coun- 
cllors and Troops out of the Kingdom as foon as 
te War is ended, to difcover the Perfons that ad- 
‘sd him to begin this Wae,,and at a proper Seafon 
call a General Diet of the Eftates to meet on 
Horfeback. 
Elbing, July'9. On the 6th our Magiftrates 
id a Letter from-the King of Sweden, importing, 


that they fhould fend 2 Deputies to attend him in 
his Camp, with a Lift of the Inhabitants, and Houfes 
belonging to this City ; in order to treat of Contri- 
butions: But ’tis doubted whether our Magiftrates 
will take any notice of this Meffage. 

Dantxick, July 14. Letters from Lublin advife, 
that the Hopes of Peace begin to leffen ;. and that 
the Forreign Envoys who are gone to the King of 
Sweden, and have propos'd Expedients for putting — 
an end to the War, find his Majefty but little dif 
pos’d to make a fair and pofitive Declaration of his 
real Intentions on that Subject. Mean time the Dier 
has appointed Deputies to receive the Propofals of ' 
the Envoy of Mufcovy and make report of them. 
They tell us from Thorn,that the Swedes are making 
Barracks for their Men and Sheds for their Horfes. 
The Magiftrates of this City have commiffion'’d 3 
of their Body to treat with Count Steenbock on the 
Propofals of the K. of Sweden and ’tis believ'd they 
will {pin out this Negociation to as great a length 
as they can. The City of Elbing has receiv’d a 
Meffage from the King of Sweden, importing, that 
he expects they fhould treat with him about tod 
butions ; tis thought the Magiftrates of that, Cir 
will be guided by the Meafures that shall be taken 
by ours. The Waywodhhip of Pomerellia has agreed 
to pay the Swedes 14 Gulders for every Farm,which 
will produce a great Sum of Money. That of Ma- 
rienburg is upon the point of agreeing on Coatribu- 
tions likewife. The Letters from the Swedith Camp 
tell us, that the Garrifon of Thorn is in want of 
Wood, Fleth, and. other Neceffaries, which will 
oblige them to Surrender quickly ; the fooner, for 
that their Horfes dye apace, which occafions an in- 
tolerable Stench in the City. On the other fide, 
o Poles, give out, they will fpeedily relieve thar 

lace. 


Letters'from the Hague of the. 24th affure us, 
that in ,cafe the Republick-of Poland enters into the 
War againft Sweden, there is great likelyhood Den- 
mark will de-the like, a Squadron of Ships of War 
being fitced out at Copenhagen in order to it, as is 
prefum’d on good grounds. Thefe Letters add, that 


‘there are Advices from) Leipfick and Dantzick which 


fay, that. a. Conteft. which happen’d in the Diet 
of Pologne, hindred its breaking up on the 7th of 
this Month, fo that it is prorogued to the 12th. And 
thar it,wasreported that the Mufcovites have pof- 
fefs'd themfelves of Ivanagrod ; but that it requires 
confirmation.
